The 
Deposits show a eain during the year 
of $2.500.000 which must be consid 
ered satisfactorv in view of the many 


| ealls for cavital made during the pase 


few months. The bank shows a 
healthy {Increase in gold and. silver 
coin. but on the other hand, Govern- 
ment, notes and other auickly availible 
assets show a slight falling off. The 
provortion of liauid assets to the lia- 
bilities to the nnbliie is almost 50 per 
cent. which Is slichtlv less than-it wag 
a year ago. but is still nnusually high. 
Current Loans made throvehout the 
year amounted to almost $129.000.005 
or $10.000.000 more than those mad> tn 
the previous vear. Consifering the 
manv demands made uvon banks dur- 
ing the past few months by manufac- 
turers, busin mén and brokers, the 
conservative attitude of the Bank of 
Montreal in holding current loans to 
within °$15.000.000° of the vrevinis 
vear’s recor’ must. be regarded as snt- 
isfactory. The total Assets of) the 
hank now stan at almost $2.456.000.000 
as comnared with '$227.000.000 for the 
previous vear. Altogether the show- 
ne made bv the Bank of Mont-eal re- 
flacts the hiehest praise on the nreal- 
dent, general manager. and official 
connected with it, The past year has 
been a somewhat trvine one to banks 
and the fact that the financial sterm 
has beon weathered so xu ieessfntly 
and with so little inconvenience? to the 
Public indicates careful and consérva- 


itive hankine practices.’ 


The address of the ffes'dent was a 
masterly summary of financial and 
economic conditions hoth at home and 
abroad. Mr. Meredith reviewed the 
history of the bank. touehrd on *he 
trade and industrial exnansion of the 
Dominion, referred to the monetary 
situation abroad and throeashont ft sit 
maintained a note of ontinism. While 
advocating a polirv of avnservatism 
and cantion. he expressed the oninion 
that the eammereial conditian of Can- 
ada was fundamentally sound. 

In his disenssion of the general sit- 
uation. Mr. Meredith deseribed the 
year 1918 ag a memorable one. ‘In 
Great Britain the demands for money 
have been unusually heavy with the 
result that the rates were hieher 
than in other years. He pointed ont 
that there were manv factors effecting 
the monetary situation the most not- 
able being the Relkan War, the world 
wide trade activity. the riso in. prices 
of commodities and tho serious politi- 
eal disturbances in France and Ger- 
many. Further, the demanc for gold 
on the part of several countries such 
as Beyot and India, addec to the 
acuteness of the monetary situation. 
Coupled with this was a considerable 
degree of secial unrest in Great Brit- 
ain, Another disturbing factor was 
the Mexican situation. 

In his review of the trade of Canada, 
Mr. Meredith “was most optimistic, 
pointing out that tae exnort trade is 
now showing a marked advance. while 
the imaorts are practically stationary, 
indicating thereby that Canada is pay- 
ing her bills by ihe exportation of 
produce, 

Tho aggregate foreign trade of Can- 
ada for the 7 months ending Octoher 
was $636,000,600 as against $580,000.000 
for the .ame period a year ago, while 
in the same period the excess of im- 
norts over Gxnorts have heen cut down 
from %190.000,000 to $145 000,000. Mr. 
Meredith estimated the value of the 
field crons this year, at present prices, 
at $500,000.000. He then took up each 
province by itself, showing the condi- 
tions. prevailing {n cach and summariz- 
ing the trade outlook, closing wittr the 
following ontimistic summary. 
“Business as a whole continues 
good, Our vast resources have been 
scarcely seratcL.d. immigration is 
large, railway constructions active. 
new territory and new sources of 
wealth are being steadily opened up 
and the confidence of British and For- 
eien capitalists in our country is una: 
hated. A temporary halt can only 
refresh. Catadg for yet greater achieve- 
ments.”

Jeneral Booth still considers the 
fnauguration of the battle against the 
fraffic, the greatest one he ever per- 
formed, and spends much of his time 
fm keeping the battle alive.

aunts of jeering mobs and utter ig- 
oring of the press, that Bramwell 
Booth discovered that a traffic in 
young girls existed between England 
ms the source of supply and France 
and Belgium as the market.

Bures, however, were of such a na- 
ture that the newspapers refused to 
print a line, and he was met with the 
reatest barrier he could encounter. 
fn his perplexity he approached 
tead, who at first only laughed, but 
quietiy carried on an investigation of 
bis own, and learned that conditions 
wucb as those described to him by 
Booth really existed, Stead then de- 
cided to throw all the power he held 
as editor of The Pall Mall Gazette 
into the propaganda. 

When Bramwell Booth asserted . 

that girls of thirteen and even young- 
er were taken from their very 
mothers’ arms and sold into the home 
of some dissolute nobleman rgome 
fwealthy untitled profigate; 
scoffed at. ‘The House of Lords had 
passed a bill raising the age of con- 
sent, and providing some penalties 
for persons who violate the honor of 
children, but the Commons on the 
plea that to pass such a bill would be 
to acknowledge the charges against 
the na » nal honor, resisted the bill. 
' Members of the House indignantly 
@enied that any English woman un- 
der any circumstances could be induc- 
ed to sell her.own flesh and blood, 
even they scoffed at Bramwell Booth 
end Stead. 
| Rebecca Jarrett, a reformed keeper 
of a disorderly house, « anfessed that 
she had. purchased many girls of 
tender age from mothers, and had 
afterwards incarcerated them in her | 
dive, She said that the prices varied 
from $25 to $250. 
; Rebecca Jarrett discovered -the 
names of some of the noblemen who 
‘had lent a hand to the traffic, and 
they were published by Stead in his, 
paper. 

Conyinced that by arguments wiotie 
they would not be able to drive the 
terrible seriousness of the traffic 
home to the minds of the legislators, 
Bramwell Booth and Stead decided 
they would actually buy a girl from 
ber mother, which they did through 
Jarrett, who represented herself as 
the dive-keeper of old. 

When it was made public that this 
had been really done, Stead, Bram- 
well Booth and Jarrett, along with 
several others were placed under 
arrest, and charged with abduction, 
every one except Bramwell Booth was 
convicted. Booth was hissed in the 
Bireet, and even the press of that day 
spoke in bitter words of the ‘heinous 
act he had committed.” They could 
not.see how he had accomplished 
anything by bringing such practices 
to light, and he was condemned on 
every side. 

It was not until 1885 that any con- 
eerted efforts were made by the Gov- 
ernment to suppress the traffic. In 
that year, Lord Dalhousie, a member 
of the committee appointed by the 
House of Lords to investigate the 
matter, said that it ‘“‘surpassed in ar- 
rant villainy and rascality any other 
trade in human beings in any part of 
th> world, ancient or modern.”

Substantial sums, however, are fre-' 
quently recovered from Chancery, in 
some cases after the lapse of a very 
long period.

Most of such claims are prosecuted 
by a peculiar.class of workers on Tom 
Tiddler’s ground. Known as ‘‘Chan- 
cery excavators,” they spend much 
time in digging among the records of 
‘the court, and strange indeed are 
many of their ‘‘finds.” 

One of them some years back hit 
on a clue to the ownership of $3,500 
which had been lying An court for 
+nalf a century, and, after numerous 
searches, worked out the whole his- 
tory of the fund, which was ultimate- 
ly paid to the executor of the man in 

whose name it stood. 

In addition to money, many. other 
things go in Chancery; and there has 
not been a time for centuries when 
it did not hold land and buildings. 

Never, perhaps, did real estate pass 
into its keeping in stranger circum- 
stances than in a case which happen- 
ed about ten or fifteen years ago. In 
consequence of losing a law suit, a 
Hampshire landowner abandoned hia 
farm in a fit of pique, and for long 
afterwards “It was, with the excép- 
tion of one field, which was culti- 
vated by the vicar for his tithe, a 
melancholy waste. 


Famous for Poor Writing. 


The atrocious writing of celebrities 
| recalls the claim once made on behalf 
of Baron Bramwell, a nected English- 
man, that he wrote three hands: 
“One which he alone could read, an- 
other which his clerk cayld read and 
he couldn’t, and ~ third which no- 
body could read,” and the last nam<d 
was his usual style. 

Lord Curzon, when a young man 
at college, once found his bad writing 
stand him in good stead. Writing two 
letters, one to a relative, the other 
to a chum, he enclosed them in the 
wrong envelopes.

| The great Cape Wrath lighthouse, 
‘for instance, is to be rebuilt. At 
|'present it stands on a mighty cliff 
| four hundred feet above the sea, and 
i ‘Is frequently hidden in fog. The new 
\jlight will be a quarter of a mile fur- 
ther out on a low-lying storm-swept 
reef, The waters there are so dangcr- 
ous that the usual steam-tender is 
out of the question. 

So a great shaft is to be dug of the 
cliff-head. From the foot of this shaft 
a covered way of reinforced concrete 
‘will run out along the top of the reef 
‘to the new light, the gaps being 

, crossed by steel girders enclosed in 
concrete to keep them from being eat- 
len away by the spray. A Iift at the,

A new idea in lighthouses that has 
caught on greatly of recent years 
might be called that of the ‘‘fake’’ 
lighthouse. Its technical name is the 
“apparent” light. Itds used for econ- 
omy’s sake, where a light js wanted | 
‘on a dangerous sunken reef, and, 
where the building of a proper lig} t- | 
house would be a very risky and a 
very expensive job. 

A small size lighthouse is fitted up | 
instead. But tho lantern has no light | | 
of its own. It only collects and re- | 
flects by means of a mirror and lenses 
the powerful beams of a hidden light 
on shore. 

A still newer idea that the Elder 
Brethren of Trinity House (the light- 
house authorities) are experimenting 
‘with is the use of wireless in time of 
fog. By the use of what is called the 
radiocompass bewildered ships can 
get their exact bearings by wireless 
messages from lighthouses, 

Another new idea is submarine sig- 

nalling. Sound signals, travel far 
better under water than over it. These 
‘submarine bells can be heard ten 
miles away in rough weather and 
twenty in cmooth. 
, The bells are struck by powerful 
clappers beimg worked by electricity. 
\As showing the spread of submarine 
signalling, it may be mentioned that 
eight years ago only one ship was 
‘provided with submarine ears, while 
‘now there are over nine hundred.

Houses That Defy Skeeters. 


In the steel and cement house for 
the tropics, designed in England by 
T. F. G. Mayer, keeping out the mos- 
quito has been a chief consideration, 
but the building seems to have ad- 
vantages in resistance to tropical 
storms. 

The plinth on which the structure 
is built, with the floor and a low 
wall, are of concrete. The wall is 
extended by a steel frame, and (this 
is filled in with especially made and 
very strong mosquito netting, kept 
taunt and made secure against en- 
trance by perforated steel plates on 
both sides. Lobby entrances at the 
ends are closed by spring doors. 

The roof bas non-conducting slates 
of fibre-cement, is ventilated by low- 
er windows at the ends, and is com- 
pletely separated from the lower 
part of the house by an asbestos 
ceiling. Shutters, manipulated from 
the inside by turning handles, sur- 
round the building. 

There may be several storey, and, 
if screen and blinds are not sufi- 
cient division, brick partitions may. 
be used by sacrificing something of 
the cool openness. The little wood 
necessary is treated against whits 
ants.
